This is a response to the "Notice to Comply with Requirements for Patent Applications 
containing Nucleotide Sequence and/or Amino Acid Sequence Disclosures" mailed on 11/21/2002. 
Applicants submit that said Notice to Comply was issued by the USPTO in error for the following 
reasons. 

The Notice to Comply, which states that a "Sequence Listing had been submitted, but that the 
Sequence Listing does not comply with the requirements of 37 C.F.R. 1.822 and/or 1.823" (Exhibit 
A), was accompanied by two sequence listing error reports. The first error report (Exhibit B) 
pertains to U.S. Patent Application Serial No. 09/488,725A, entitled "Novel Nucleic Acids and 
Polypeptides", filed on 12/22/2000, and the second error report (Exhibit C) shows errors pertaining 
to U.S. Patent Application Serial No. 09/649,162, entitled "Novel Nucleic Acid Molecules and Uses 
Therefor", which was filed on 8/28/2000. However, neither of the sequence listing error reports are 
relevant to the present application because neither report pertain to the sequence listing that was filed 
with Applicants' present application, U.S. Patent Application Serial No. 09/488,725 entitled "Novel 
Contigs Obtained from Various Libraries", filed on 01/21/00. Please see the copy of the Filing 
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Receipt (Exhibit D). The filing receipt also shows that the Applicants' names and the Domestic 
Priority Data are different from those given in the Notice to Comply and error reports mailed on 



In addition to the abovementioned Exhibits, Applicants also include a copy of the Sequence 
Listing that pertains to the present application (Exhibit E), and which reflects the changes made to 
the Sequence Listing that was originally filed with the application in response to a Notice to Comply 
mailed 8/27/2001 (Exhibit F), and to an error report issued on 10/12/01 (Exhibit G). 

Therefore, Applicants have already complied with the requirements pertaining to Sequence 
Listings, and submit that the Notice to Comply mailed on 11/21/2002 does not pertain to the present 
application.
